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player Replacement. 

The problem of what to do when players resign, or drop out, from 
games has "been with us almost from tiie beginning of postal play. 
1963B, the second game formed, had severe! resignations, although 
they occurred comparatively late in the game? long prior to that, 
in real time, the case had arisen of Paul Barley's entering games 
and then ceasing play after making only 3 or 4 moves* 

Attempts at solution of the problem have "been numerou; s, 
and none of them has been particularly successful. The first attempted 
solution was to declare a player out of the game after a specified 
number of missed moves, usually 2, or 3, consecutive misses: the 
gamesmaster would then call for volunteers to fill the vacancy. The 
difficulty, of course, was that, after three missed moves and a 
further wait to get a volutrteer, the position v/ould normally be 
in such a deplorable state as not to be worth re-assigning anyhow. 

Ehe next development was the stand-by player and automatic 
replacement system, sometimes called, by those who dislike it, 
the "musical chairs" system. Originated in Grau star k, it has been 
widely copied in other 1 zines. In it one or more stand-by players 
are designated for each game. If a player misses a single move the 
stand-by is directed to send in the following move. If on the 
f ollovang move the original player sends in a 3et of orders, he 
retains control of his country; if not, the stand-by's move is 
accepted and, from that time forward, he beoomes the player for 
that country. This means that, if a player misses two consecutive 
moves, he is automatically replaced, and that the replacement player 
has a set of moves in for those second missed moves, thus pre- 
venting, in large measure, the deteriorationof the position that 
was almost inevitable with the earlier system of asking for 
volunteers after the missed moves had occurred. 

This system also has a very grave fault, which an ■' " : - 
example :. * v ' ■ will demonstrate. In r-.ame, which I have not 
been" able to locate ,*~Vwo countries, which we will call 4 and B, 
missed moves. The stand-by was directed to send in move sf or both 
of them. Consider now a continuing player who wishes to open 
negotaitions with P. He writes to both the original player f»r 
that country and to the stand-by explaining his proposal, Suddenly 
he realizes that he cannot send this letter to the stand-by, 
because the ^lans he is advocating include an attack on and 
the stand-by" may turn out to be 4,. on this -cry move.. So tha t the 
automatic replacement system, in this form, effectively prevents 
any negotiation on the part of continuing players. This makes it, 
in my opinion, the worst of all possible systems. Other players 
have other candidates for that honour, as we shall see. 

(To be fair, it should be mentioned that this calling on 
otu man to submit moves for two countries, no one knowing which, 



if either, he will eventually play, is unusual, Lb usually played 
there are several stand-by players, and, in the case of two* or more 
moves missed on the same season of play, different players are 
assigned to the countries missing.) 

The automatic replacement system seems to appeal most 
strongly to those who hold what might he celled the Press Release 
philosphy of the game. i?or them the important thing is the continuing 
development of the Memoirs of Captain Schnabelwopski, Graf von-und-zu 
Schnabelwopsi a set of moves from every country is required as a 
suitable backdrop, but whether these moves have any relevance to the 
strategic situation on the board is a minor matter. 

.Vt about the same time as the automatic replacement system 
appeared, 7/ild T n Wool y introduced its system. In 77ild 'nWooly 
the-re are two announcements of the list of players and their countries 
before beginning of play. The first one is purely tentative to see 
if the players like the company they find themselves in; U player 
who doesn r t may drop out at this stage without penalty. Publication 
of the second, or final, players list is then, among other things, 
a statement that each player has agreed to play with the particular 
players who have been assigned to the other six countries. Logically, 
the continuing players have to be given the same opportunity to 
approve, or not, any replacement player. So it is the practice, 
when a player resigns or qui toy to announce the name of the replace- 
ment, and to ask the continuing players if they approve of him or 
not. Only when such approval has been obtained from all surviving 
players can the replacement submit moves. 

Strange cases have arisen. In one game a player was pressed 
for time and a temporary replacement was found. .U'or some reason temp- 
orary replacements do not have to be approved, .ifter playing for 
some 4 or 5 moves, and thinking that the original player was not 
returning to the grme, the replacement player asked to have his 
position regularized and to be declared the official player for the 
country concerned. /J. though by th is time all the others had come to 
regard the replacement as the actual sXfifr er, the approval machinery 
promptly went into action, hXl players were asked to approve of this 
man who had, in fact, been playing the position for the previous 
two or three "years". One player neglected to send in his approval, 
with his moves, and the next move of the replacement was, accordingly,, 
not accepted. 

Whatever the merits of alio wing players to decide on whether 
they find the other players in a game congenial, the system is plainly- 
unworkable in the case of replacement. Ihcre will always be some- 
player to whom it will be an advantage to prevent or delay the 
assignment of a replacement to the leaderless cd untry. To require 
explicit statement of approval of the surviving players is, there- 
fore, to put very heavy demands on their good sprtsmanship, as well 
as on their attention to the game. 



The next system to appear on the Diplomacy scene the 
Big Brother, or "three taisses end yoir. rw* out" system* It goes beck 
to the rulefcook statement, "If a player lor.ves during the gr.me, it 
is assumed that civil government in hi^ oountry has collapsed," And 

In a. costal 
game, of course, it is impossible to tell if a player ha.s intentionally 
and permanently left c. game or not. missed, move may mean momentary 
f orgetfulness, inefficiency on the pert of the post office, or almost 
anything else- 3o Charles ..ieinsel, in "br.sing his system on the rule- 
"boolc statement, had to adopt seme arbitrary rule to decide when a 
plryer should "be regarded a3hr.ving left. :.is rule is that to miss three 
moves, not necessarily consecutively, would constitute departure 
from the game. j?rom that point on the player 1 s remaining forces 
would stand rhere they were, wi thout supporting one another, until 
annihilated "by the other powers. 

In practice, in most instances, this gives a reasonably 
workable rule. ;1 disinterested plcyer leaves the game. The fact that 
he is no longer there is known to all other players end they oan make 
their plans accordingly. }Iowever, in at least one instance, the 
application of the rule badly disrupted a g"-me. In game 1966Ii# ■ 
Big ."po ther game #1, two players gave up early. In their case the 
application of the BB rule had little effect on the game, .however, 
in the year and a half between "February 1966, when the geme began, and 
August 1967, Charles hells, playing Turkey, had missed moves on two 
occasions j then, in the letter month, while on vacation in eorwey, 
a move of his was late in arriving. Ms being the third miss he was 
removed from the geme. Cherles had a relctively good position, 
which he was obviously playing, the missed move being accidental. 
ITis removal so annoyed Dan Br--.nnen, playin; 3frence, the strongest 
survivor, that the latter also ceased play, resulting in the game 
degenerating into a mere race between the two remaining survivor s # 
to see who could m>p up territory the festest. In year 1915, Zoning, 
playing 'Jermrny, had 8 forces in coition; I, playing Italy, had 5, 
The other 21 forces on the board were dead, having no commanders. 
It is perhaps not surprising tliat Charles Yfells stated in a letter \ 
that he regards the BB system as the worst possible, as it guarentees 
that moves will be missed. 

The BBOB system, elso waed by sTaJb end some others, is that 
a player remains in control of his counlSy until he resigns. If he 
resigns formally he is ashed to find his own replacement, although 
$f this is not possible, the gemesmester will do it for him. .^gein, 
in normal cases, when deserters are down to e few forces, I think 
it is e workable system and has the adve.ntr.ge of not disrupting a 
geme by bringing in new players in mid-game. owever, es 1966 
in this mr gezine shows, it oan be very Vd. In that game a player 
with nearly e third of the force on the bo^rd quit without resigning, 
and in accordance with the rule the gamesnaster was unrble to 
appoint a replacement. When honte 2ele.zny ves planning hi s journal, 
/^eolus, he origienelly planned a rule like the BROB one. The one that 
he finally adopted reads, " In most ca s_es the Gemesmester will not 
assign e replacement player after Spring 1901". I think that the 
change shorn by the underlined words was due to whet happened in
